Dewdney for the position of. Minis- 
ter of the Interior came from Cal- 
gary. When opposition to his 
appointment arose among Ontario 
politicians, the town of Calgary in 
public assembly spoke as one man 
in favor of Sir John Macdonald's 
selection.—Throughout his official 
career Mr. Dewdney has held a 
warm place in the affections of 
Calgary's people. Coming here to 
turn the first «od of the Calgary 
and Edmonton railway he is simply 
continuing his policy of promoting 
the interests of Alberta, by urging 
forward the construction of a rail- 
way on which will largely depend 
the fy prosperity of this exten- 
siyxfand important district. That 
Ihe has exerted himself on al! oc-

One of 
these is the fact that while “four 
per cent.” beer may be sold, it may 
not be manufactured, in the Ter- 
ritories, The barley of Manitoba or 
Ontario, but not of the Territeries, 
may be utilized to manufacture this 
beer ; the profits of the manufacture 
may be lawfully enjoyed there, but 
not here; so that, as a matter of 
fact, there are restrictions on the 
people of the Territories which are 
humiliating and which naturally 
produce deep seated antagonism. 
It is time this condition of inequal- 
ity, both as tothe manufacture and 
the sale, was abolished and the 
people of the ‘Territories placed on 
precisely the same footing with the 
people of the other parts of the Do- 
minion, The residents of the Ter- 
ritories would be exceedingly mean 
spirited to submit, without indig- 
nant protest, to a discrimination 
which in the name of the Parii- 
ament of Canada brands them an 
inferior people, unfit to legislate on 
this question for themselves, and 
only fit to be held in a condition of 
tutelage which practically makes | 
them, like the Indians, the wards 
of Parliament. 

We will not dwell upon the in- 
jury to the public conscience result- 
ing from inoperative laws,—-from 
the sight of a law violated on every 
side and constantly,—from the 
ruses and inventions employed to 


from selling it. To show the extent to 
which the permit system ix varried it 
may bestated that at one small station 
seventeen ewpty whisky kegs were put 
upon the train to be returned to the 
shippers. 

Ut course, a great deal of liquor is 
brought into the country which does not 
come in by permit, How it gets there 
is not our business to enquire, but it 
gets there all the same in unlimited 
quantities, and in neatly all the varieties 
known tw the vendors of such goods. 
The authorities pounced upon a few poor 
men who were trying to make a living by 
the manufacture of light beers in the 
Territurics, and ruthlessly robbed them 
of their property and mode of livelihood, 
bringing some of thom to ruin. These 
men thought thoy were acting withia 
the law, and as they had not been inter- 
tered with for years, usage apparently 
sanctioned their ocoupation, But ideir 
business was destroyed without compen- 
sation, while i: other iespects there w 
mo effort made to enforce the law. 
There is absolutely no restriction upon 
the promiscuous wale of liquors in some 
of the western towns, and the number of 
places where liquor is sold is simply won- 
derful. Drunkenness is very much more 
prevalent than in Manitoba where licen- 
ses are granted, and the temptacione to 
drink are immeasurably greater. Es 
pecially is this the case asa result ot 
the permit system, for when « person of 
a social disposition obtains a quantity of 
liquor on the permit plan, he will invite 
his friends wo havea © big time" with 
him. 

This ia the moral aspect of the case. 
Commercially, the tendency is to encour- 
age emugrling and underhand dealing, 
ina busine-« which would otherwise be 
done in something like a business way. 
Then the Government licenses one or 
more hotels in each place to sel! light 
beer, but little or no effort is made to 
prevent others from selling liquors of ail 
kinds without # license.

THE PRUBIBITION FARCE. 

(Wiantpers Commercial.) 

The situation in the territories as re- 
gards the liquor question ts not improv- 
ing. Eyidently the introduction of four 
per cent. beer haa not helped matters 
much, but rather the contrary. It baa, 
if anything, still further complicated the 
situation and rendered the alleged re- 
strictive regulations more farcial then 
ever. Personal investigation of the con. 
ditions now discioses the tact that in the 
Western portion of the Territories at 
Vanst, there is more disregard for the 
law than ever before. The restrictive 
regulations regarding the importation 
and sale of liquors in the country bave 
always been more or leas of a dead let- 
ter over a large portion of the country, 
but atthe present time there appears 
tobe no regard whatever for the law 
On thie matter. In fact, the restrictive 
regulations aro simply regarded with 
supreme contempt. ‘This is not o pleas- 
ant thing to contemplate in a country 
otherwise considered to be ishabited by 
® law-abiding people. It is not a good 
lesson for the people, to continue laws 
which are disregarded in sueh a whole- 
sale and barefaced manner. If the 
liquor regulations are impructical of 
enforcement, they should be radically 
changed. If they can be enforced, then 
let thean be carried out to the letter, 
or as closely as possible. 

The present state of things in the 
country is simply disgracetul to those 
who are responsible for it. The nutnber 
ot places where liquor is sold in the 
western territorial towns is certainly 
greater than in any portion of Canada, 
in proportion to the population. This 
is the state of things existing in a eoun- 
try where the sale ot liquors ys supposed 


| to be prohibited, except that one or two 


hotels in each community are licensed 
to sell ‘four per cent.’’ beer, We are 
informed upon good authority, that an 
one town of twelve or fifteen hundreds 
there were ‘ully filty places selling 
and not four per cent, beer 
either.
